The Pope reaffirmed the Roman 
Catholic Church stand at a secret 
consistory where he formally an­ 
nounced the elevation of two new 
American cardinals, Albert Greg­ 
ory Meyer of Chicago and Alois 
Muench of Fargo, N O , along 
with six from other countries. 
His speech to the consistory, as 
distributed by the Vatican, made 
no mention of discussion in the 
United States over the possible 
use of foreign aid funds for birth 
control programs. 
Instead he approached the ques­ 
tion by referring to the problem 
of feeding the hungry 
“For a great part of humanity 
the problem of hunger is still

These Days

Plain Talk 


The p latform p rep ared b y the National Democra­ 
tic Advisory Council is a document that is unb eliev­ 
ab le in the year 1959, b ecause it ignores the unde­ 
niab le fact that we are in an inflation; it advocates 
measures which would increase the cost of government 
and therefore stim ulate the inflation. 
If all the 
schemes advocated b y the National Democratic advi­ 
sory Council were to b e imp lemented, the cost of 
Igovernm ent would b e so great and the load on the 
taxp ayer so heavy that this country would b e b roke. 
Secretary of the Treasury Rob ert B. Anderson 
really answered the inflationists last July. 
He then 
said: 


"Some in our country exp ress a b elief that the 
Government should undertake the p rim ary role in 
p romoting economic growth. 
It is my b elief that in 
our system the Government is not the p redominant 
factor in our Nation’s economic advancement. 
It 
must foster and facilitate economic p rogress — it 
cannot force it, 


‘‘What we all seek is sound, sustainab le growth — 
not any kind of growth, or growth at any cost. 
“Should our efforts to sp ur p rogress lead to infla­ 
tion, it wiU b ring only disap p ointment and hardship . 
But when growth is in term s of goods and services 
that p eop le need and can b uy, it will b ring great 
rew ards.” 


The real p eril in the .National Democratic 
Advisory Council p rogram is that it p resents a 
p icture of total irre.sp onsib ility. It is always p ossi- 
b le that some candidate might run on this infla- 
tionary p rogram and he m ight even b e elected, 
b ecause giving something to everyb ody looks good 
to various p ressure group s until they come to p ay 
Ihe b ill. 
Then it’s too late: A fool would then sit 
in the President’s chair, p ouring our national 
wealth down the drain. 
The national wealth in our country Is not owned 
b y the government: it is p rivately owned. 
It is the 
p rop erty of each citizen, each family. 
It consists not 
only of p ossessions and savings, b ut of the earnings 
of each p erson. But a government p ossesses the p ower 
to tax and an even greater p ower, namely, to deter­ 
mine the value of the currency. 
In olden days, kings 
had a way of stealing p art of a coin b y shaving off 
some of the silver. 
Nowadays governments lessen 
the value of their currency b y various scientific 
methods 
The result is the sam e: You get less for your 
money when you b uy food, shelter or clothing; you 
get p oorer and p oorer although b y the looks of things, 
you ought to b e richer and richer. Tricks are p layed 
with statistics so that what on any b asis should look 
b ad. d o^ somehow m anage to look like p rosp erity. 
This is the m ajor issue of our times and up on it 
hinges our international p osition and our domestic 
tranquility. For examp le, so rem ote a question as our 
relationship s to Red China and Formosa is dep endent 
up on the state of our finances. Were we, for instance, 
in the economic doldrums of the 1930's we could not 
p ursue an aggressive foreign p olicy b ecause we could 
not afford it. 
Figures on national p roduct or » he 
national income are always given in dollars. But what 
kind of dollars'* 
What is the content of the dollar? 
And what can that dollar do for us in strengthening 
our international p osition and in p roducing domestic 
tranquility? 
Secretary .‘Vnderson stated a sound economic 
p rincip le when he said: 
So long as our economic resources are 
b eing utilized close to cap acity 
as has indeed 
b een the case almost continuously since 1941, the 
more of our outp ut we devote to cap ital formation, 
. the less that is availab le for current consump tion. 
* The more we consume, the less we can devote to 
cap ital formation. This Is a b asic b ut, ap p arently, 
little understood p rincip le of economics 
” 
This p rincip le exp lains why, in the formative 
years of the 
Soviet’s up b uilding p eriod, they had to 
sacrifice b utter for guns, that is. consum ers’ goods 
for durab le goods or for defense goods. 
That also 
exp lains why our standard of living was low in the 
1890's. 
It also exp lains our p eril which is that in the 
face of a p ossib le war, our p eop le will not m ake the 
sacrifices essential to self-defense b ecause we have 
b een softened b y luxurj' and b y selfishness. 
The National Democratic Advisory Council’s state­ 
ment IS frightening b ecause it is so inflationary that 
one wonders whether those who comp osed it have 
any understanding of the economics of their country; 
or p erhap s this 10,000 w'ord document is just camp aign 
oratory.

(EDITOR'S NOTE - Drew Pear- 
son today continues his rep ort on 
world leaders President Eisenhower 
is meeting on his 11-nation tour.) 


En route. —-F or the first time 
since his hectic, historic trip b e­ 
gan, President Eisenhower will 
have the op p ortunity today to 
look b ack from the relaxing vant­ 
age p oint of the U.S.S. Des Moines 
and evaluate his various conver­ 
sations with world leaders. 
In general he can m ake two 
im p ortant conclusions: 
D The 
p residents, p rime m inisters and 
p otentates he has seen and talked 
with are sp lit five to three re­ 
garding the vital question of whe­ 
ther there will b e a relaxation of 
the cold war. The m ajority — 
Segni of Italy. Bayar of Turkey, 
Ayuh of Pakistan, the Shah of 
Iran, 
Prem ier 
Caramanlis 
of 
Greece — are worried over Ike’s 
conciliatory talks with Russia's 
Prem ier Khrushchev. The niinor- 
ty — Gronchi of Italy, Nehru of 
India, and the King of .Afghanis­ 
tan want a continuation of the 
talks and concentrated efforts to­ 
ward world p eace. 
Of course the worry of these 
leaders whose b orders arc cheek 
b y jowl with Russia is influenced 
in p art b y a desire for continued 
American aid and continued sup ­ 
p ort for American m ilitary b ases 
on their soil. This leads to the 
second genera! conclusion Eisen­ 
hower must make as a result of 
his trip to date: The interconti­ 
nental 
b allistic 
missile 
makes 
many of these b ases almost as 
out of dale as were slingshot 
arm ies after the develop ment of 
President Best Equipped For Goodwill Asian Trip 


WASHINGTON-Who could b et­ 
ter have rep resented the United 
States on a goodwill trip to Asia 
than Dwight Eisenhower! 
The man who commanded, in 
b ehalf of western democracy, the 
b iggest arm ed force in history 
in a trium p hant war against au­ 
tocracy is known today as a 
man of p eace. He is dedicated to 
a cause that grip s the hearts of 
men and women throughout the 
world—the cause of p eaceful set­ 
tlement of disp utes lest nuclear 
war decimate mankind. 
The unp recedented cheers and 
ap p lause given to Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er are a trib ute to American mo­ 
tives and ideals. 
His magnetic 
p ersonality is known, of course, 
to the officials and dip lomats of 
governmental circles everywhere 
b ut hardly to the millions who 
give vent to sp ontaneous dem ­ 
onstrations of ap p roval as they 
crowd around his car in country 
after country. 
So, 
while 
it 
is 
a 
p ersonal 
achievement for Mr. Eisenhower, 
it US at the same time an even 
greater 
achievement 
for 
the 
United States of America. 
It is 
p roof that the Eisenhower doc­ 
trines of p eace and goodwill have 
b een widely p ub licized. 
For 
many 
months 
now 
the 
stories have b een current that 
Americans ab road are disliked, 
that .America itself fosters m a­ 
terialism and is not the idealis­ 
tic country it claims to b e. Much 
of this is p rop aganda p romoted 
b y the Communists, b ut not a 
little of it has b een p oured into 
the American 
p ress 
b y those 
p oliticians who seem to think p o­ 
litical cap ital can b e made b y 
disp araging what a Rep ub lican 
adm inistration has tried to do 
ab road. 
Calls have b een rep eat­ 
edly made for "b old and imagi­ 
native ideas” or "p olicies that 
will look forward” as if the ex-

isting 
administration 
has 
not 
b een face to face with the reali­ 
ties of world p rob lems ever since 
it took office. 


There cannot have b een a b old­ 
er or more imaginative idea than 
President Eisenhower’s decision 
to go to 11 countries in Europ e, 
Asia and Africa, sub jecting him­ 
self to the strains and hazards 
of an overseas journey covering 
22,000 miles in less than three 
weeks. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s tour is un­ 
p recedented in scop e and cir­ 
cum stance, b ut it is to some ex­ 
tent com p arab le to the mission 
of President Woodrow Wilson in 
1919 when, in connection with his 
attendance at the Paris Peace 
Conference at the end of World 
War I, he made side trip s to 
England, Belgium, Italy and the 
Vatican. 
The corresp ondent re­ 


calls the dram atic ride of Mr. 
Wilson down the Champ s Ely- 
sees in Paris and the cheering 
throngs whose emotions were ex­ 
p ressed in the p hrase, "the com­ 
ing of the savior of Europ e.” 
The gratitude of the French p eo­ 
p le 
was 
unmistakab le. 
I ’liey 
hailed Mr. Wilson as the living 
symb ol of American sacrifice in 
their b ehalf. 
In England there 
was less dem onstration b ut a 
m arked cordiality. 
In Italy the 
crowds were somewhat restrain­ 
ed. 
Already there were fears 
exp ressed 
that America might 
not side with the existing Italian 
government 
in 
its 
desire 
for 
some of the sp oils of the war. 
All in all, the great ap p lause 
that greeted Mr. Wilson at the 
outset faded away in the weeks 
thereafter as b ickering among 
the "Big Four” ensued. After

TAXES—The House tax-writing 
committee 
is 
holding 
lengthy 
hearings to examine the entire 
federal tax structure. It’s looking 
for loop holes which remove large 
chunks 
of

Ob jective is to b uild a record 
for drastic revision of the federal 
tax statutes which will p lug these

In fact, it has b een estim ated 
that if these loop holes should b e

oil, gas and mineral p roducers; 
tax exemp tion of co-op eratives 
and some non-related b usiness 
enterp rises of religious institu­ 
tions;

holders of p ersonal and corp orate 
wealth, 
and 
the 
tax-exemp t 
status of lab or unions. 
The study is p lanned as exhaus­ 
tive and long-range. No legisla­ 
tion is exp ected to b e p rop osed 
unta 1961. 


months of vexing negotiations, a 
comp romise 
settlement 
w a s 
reached that unhap p ily sowed the 
seeds of the second World War b y 
failing to deal sensib ly with the 
p rob lems created b y dividing up 
German territory. 
Mr. Eisenhower, on the other 
hand, has the good fortune today 
not to b e b urdened b y any m is­ 
sion that calls for concrete set­ 
tlement of any disp utes b etween 
nations, though he has had amp le 
op p ortunity to b ecome entangled 
in the relations b etween India 
and Pakistan and b etween India 
and Red China. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s decision not 
to devote the remaining months 
of his adm inistration to p ersonal 
dip lomacy is b orn of a firsthand 
knowledge of the destructiveness 
of a so-called “conventional” war 
as well as a fam iliarity with the 
p otential p ower of nuclear wea­ 
p ons. 
The Pre.sidcnt has hcnefitted b y 
the fact that he did receive So­ 
viet Prem ier Khrushchev in the 
United States last Sep temb er and 
p romised to go to the Soviet 
Union next .sp ring. 
Under the 
circum stances, 
the 
Communist 
p rop agandists, who under other 
circum stances would have stirred 
up hostile demon.strations with 
their 
"Yankee-go-home" 
sign.s, 
have outwardly at least 
b een 
conforming to (he sp irit of the 
occasion as their p arty followers 
p erfunctorily join in the ap p lause.

the Eisenhower trip are incal­ 
culab le.

Pancreatitis

come as widely known as ap p end­ 
icitis, even though it is three 
times as p ainful. Those who live 
through the ordeal never forget 
it. 
The p ancreas, located in the 
up p er ab domen, just b ehind the 
lower p art of the stomach, is 6. 
to 8 inches long. Those who order 
sweetb reads at the m eat m arket 
have some idea what it looks 
like. 
The gland is unique in that it 
has a dual function. Some of the 
p ancreatic cells manufacture in­ 
sulin, which is ab sorb ed directly 
into the b lood, where it controls 
sugar metalb olism. A deficiency

of this secretion is resp onsib le for 
diab etes. 
Other p ancreatic cells m anu­ 
facture a juice that is discharged 
directly into the small intestine 
through a channel that connects 
the two organs.

Today, Russia has successfully 
tested at least 12 ICBM's. We, ac­ 
cording to ex-Secretary of De­ 
fense Neil McEIroy, are far b e­ 
hind and have no p lans for catch­ 
ing up , which means Moscow is 
now in a p osition sim ilar to that 
of Ghengis Khan with an arsenal 
of new missiles which can sail 
right over the U.S. b ases in Tur­ 
key.

Many are quite 
insignificant b ut others, such as 
those at Thule in Greenland and 
at Sidi Slimanc in Morocco are 
b ristling with nuclear b omb car­ 
riers. Their chief value is to warn 
Moscow that its use of an ICBM 
would b ring instant retaliation. At 
Pearl Harb or the Jap anese tried 
to 
destroy U.S. naval 
striking 
p ower. They failed b ecause they 
hit only one b ase. The reason for 
U.S. ramification of b ases is to 
keep our striking p ower .scattered 
so all of them cannot b e knocked 
out at one time. This is p urely in­ 
surance against war. 
2* Would the 
talks 
b etween 
Khrushchev 
and 
Eisenhower 
eventually p ermit dismantling of 
these b ases'* The answer for the 
lim e b eing is no. They must b e 
kep t as insurance.

3> Aren’t we wasting a lot of 
money sending arm s, p lus money. 


to m aintain small m ilitary estab ­ 
lishments when these funds could 
b etter 
go 
into 
tractors, 
road- 
b uilding m achinery, dam s and 
irrigation p rojects? To illustrate, 
we have sent jet fighters to Pakis­ 
tan Uiereb y causing great resent­ 
ment in India which fears Pakis­ 
tan may use them to take over 
the disp uted territory of Kashm ir. 
Indian resentm ent flared to fever 
p itch when two .American jets, 
p iloted b y Pakistanis, shot down 
an Indian transp ort p lane. The 
Pakistani arm y 
and 
air 
force 
would b e valueless against Rus­ 
sian missiles, and the equivalent 
of funds exp ended there could 
l)e used to alleviate near starva­ 
tion 
.Another illustration: In .Afghan­ 
istan Russia is sup p lying M1G-I7’s 
and .Aleutian b omb ers to .Afghan­ 
istan’s air force. 'Fhe reason for 
this is the numb er of U.S. fighter 
p lanes we have sup p lied Pakistan. 
The two countries are carrying 
on a b itter disp ute over Baluchis­ 
tan, so the .Afghan.s turned to Rus­ 
sia for p lanes lo counterb alance 
the American p lanes sup p lied to 
Pakistan. 
Here 
is 
a 
situation 
where Khrushchev and Eisenhow­ 
er might make a concrete b egin­ 
ning toward a b etter understand­ 
ing b y agreeing that neither would 
sup p ly arm s to rival countries. 
In Afghanistan also King Zahir 
told me that the educational work 
done b y Columb ia and Wyoming 
universities is creating a m ore 
lasting friendship than R ussia’s 
military contrib ution. What P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower has to m ake up 
his mind ab out, therefore, are 
the following: 
He took this trip to assure our 
allies b ordering on Russia regard­ 
ing his p eace talks with Khrush­ 
chev. Did the trip result in their 
p ersuading him to ab andon his 
p eace efforts with Khrushchev? 
If not, will we p roceed to con­ 
centrate on certain b ig b ases as 
war insurance, and convert the 
money p ut into small b ases and 
miscellaneous irritating m ilitary 
aid into more solid economic aid 
for our friends? 
Those are the p rob lems Eisen­ 
hower must consider as he nears 
the end of the most interesting 
trip ever taken ab road b y a 
President of the United States.

NEW 
YORK - The 
Senate 
Committee investigating the drug 
industry is getting headlines on 
the wide sp read b etween m anu­ 
facturing costs and 
p rices. 
While the p rices 
m ay 
seem 
high as to individual drugs — too 
high in some cases — there is 
another side to the coin. 
This is the contrib ution through 
research the industry has made 
for a healthier p ub lic, p articu­ 
larly in the last ten years. 
Take three fields — p olio, p neu­ 
monia and arthriti.s — a lot of 
p eop le walking around and work­ 
ing today would b e dead if it 
weren’t for the develop ment of 
new drugs through research. 
Similar contrib utions to health 
have b een in 
develop ing 
new 
drugs for treatm ent of such ail­ 
ments as diab etes, 
which can 
now b e controlled orally instead 
of through a hyp odermic needle. 
Also overlooked is that the drug 
b usiness Ls a growth industry in 
which (he risks are great and the 
rew ards also are great. The Sen­ 
ate committee is taking the view 
that the rewards are too great. 
That is deb atab le. 
Research takes millions of dol­ 
lars and may run over several 
years, with no assurance of suc­ 
cess until testing. There are cases 
where even after ap p arent suc­ 
cess in the lab oratory, the drug 
has shown unexp ected side effects 
that forced scrap p ing of the whole 
p rogram. 
The Schering Corp ., which the 
Senate committee p icked as its 
lead-off case, sp ends 21.8 p er cent 
of its p p erating p rofit on re- 


search. This is op erating p rofit 
b efore research exp ense. 
This is in line with figures for 
the rest t)f the industry. Merck 
sp ends more — around 26 p er­ 
cent, Up john ab out 24» 2 p er cent, 
Ab b ott Lab oratories IS'- p er cent, 
Parke Davis 13.8 p er cent and 
Smith Kline & French 194 p er 
cent. 
This has p aid off, as the fig­ 
ures on net income after taxes 
show. Last year, net was 16 6 
p er cent of sales for Schering, 
Parke Davis 16,2, Smith Kline 
16.8, Ell Lilly 13.1, Norwich 11.7, 
Merck 13.4 and Up john 13.7. 
Schering actually did b etter in 
(he three p receding years — net 
b eing 19 p er cent of sales in 
’57, 19.5 p er cent in ’.56 and 18 
p er cent in 
1955. 
Before that 
Schering’s net was only ab out 8 
p er cent of net sales. Last year 
it lost ground b ecause of increas­ 
ed comp etition, b ut figures for 
the third quarter of this year show 
a turn around after a decline in 
p rofit.s in the first and second 
quarters. 
This return on net 
sales 
is 
larger than for most other in­ 
dustries. 
Net 
income 
of 
U.S. 
Steel, for examp le, last year w ai 
8.7 p er cent of net .sales and Gen­ 
eral Motors 6.7 p er cent, which 
was a b ad motor year. Net in­ 
come for most industries averages 
around 10 p er cent of net sales. 
The two outstanding growth in­ 
dustries in this p ostwar p eriod 
are electronics and drug.

people, wet-nursed into flabbiness by a pater­ 
nalistic federal government, relapses into whim­ 
pering infantilism'’ 


W ell, the danger from over-zealous, w ell­ 
m eaning do-goodism has always been that the 
do-gooders would expect too little of people. 
Adults should not be tied to a governm ent’s 
apron strings. 
They need to grow to the sort 
of maturity which can say, with only slight ex­ 
aggeration. “The difficult we do right away — 
the impossible takes a little longer.” 
Nobody 
would have much social security in a nation 
whose people had grown flabby and effete. 
The problem is to give help that recognizes 
modern realities and yet doesn’t weaken. 
Per­ 
haps that is why much of social security looks 
more like a dole than an acceptance by govern­ 
ment of responsibilities that grow out of the 
modern equipment. 
Will this dilemma be re­ 
solved, too, in 25 years?

The platform prepared by the National Democra­ 
tic Advisory Council is a document that is unbeliev­ 
able in the year 1959, because it ignores the unde­ 
niable fact that we are in an inflation; it advocates 
m easures which would increase the cost of government 
and therefore stim ulate the inflation. 
If all the 
schemes advocated by the National Democratic advi­ 
sory Council were to be implemented, the cost of

But when growth is in term s of goods and services 
that people need and can buy, it will bring great 
rewards ” 


The 
real peril in the National 
Democratic 
Advisory Council program is that it presents a 
pieture of total irresponsibility. 
It is always possi­ 
ble that some candidate might run on this infla­ 
tionary program and he might even he elected, 
because giving something to everybody looks good 
to various pressure groups until they come to pay 
the bill. 
Then it's too late: A fool would then sit 
in the 
President'* ehair, pouring 
our national 
wealth down the drain. 
The national wealth in our country is not owned 
by the government: it is privately owned. 
It is the 
property of each citizen, each family. 
It consists not 
only of possessions and savings, but of the earnings 
of each person. But a government possesses the power 
to tax and an even greater power, namely, to deter­ 
mine the value of the currency. 
In olden day* kings 
had a way of stealing part of a coin by shaving off 
some of the silver. 
Nowadays governments lessen 
the value of their currency by various scientific 
methods 
The result is the sam e; You get less for your 
money when you buy food shelter or clothing; you 
get poorer and poorer although by the looks of things, 
you ought to be richer and richer. 
Tricks are played 
with statistics so that what on any basis should look 
bad, does somehow m anage to look like prosperity. 
This is the m ajor issue ol our times and upon it 
hinges our international position and our domestic 
tranquility. For example, so remote a question as our 
relationships to Red China and Formosa is dependent 
upon the state of our finances. Were we. for instance. 
in the economic doldrums of the 1930's we could not 
pursue an aggressive foreign policy because we could 
not afford it. 
Figures on national product or *he 
national income are always given in dollars. But what 
kind of dollars0 
What is the content of the dollar? 
And what can that dollar do for us in strengthening 
our international position and in producing domestic 
tranquility? 
Secretary Anderson stated a sound economic 
principle when he said: 
“ 
So long as our economic resources are 
being utilized close to capacity 
as has indeed 
bern the case almost continuously since 1941, the 
more of our output we devote to capital formation, 
the less that is available for current consumption. 
J The more we consume, the less we can devote to 
capital formation. 
This is a basic but, apparently, 
little understood principle of economics 
This principle explain* why. in the formative 
years of the 
Soviet's upbuilding period, they had to 
sacrifice butter for guns, that is. consum ers’ goods 
for durable goods or for defense goods. 
That also 
explains why our standard of living was low in the 
1890 s. 
It also explains our peril which is that in the 
face of a possible war, our people will not m ake the 
sacrifices essential to self-defense because we have 
beer softened by luxury and by selfishness. 
The National Democratic Advisory Council's state­ 
ment is frightening because it is so inflationary that 
one wonders whether those who composed it have 
any understanding of the economics of their country; 


o r perhaps this 10.000 word document is just campaign 
oratory.

En route. — For the first time 
since his hectic, historic trip be­ 
gan, President Eisenhower will 
have the opportunity today to 
look back from the relaxing vant­ 
age point of the U S S. Des Moines 
and evaluate his various conver­ 
sations with world leaders. 
In general he can make two 
important conclusions: 
I) The 
presidents, prime ministers and 
potentates he has seen and talked 
with are split five to three re­ 
garding the vital question of whe­ 
ther there will be a relaxation of 
the cold war. The majority — 
Segni of Italy. Bayar of Turkey, 
Ayuh of Pakistan, Hie Shah of

Greece — are worried over Ike’s 
conciliatory talks with Russia’s 
Prem ier Khrushchev. The niinor- 
ty — Gronchi of Italy, Nehru of 
India, and the King of Afghanis­ 
tan want a continuation of the 
talks and concentrated efforts to­ 
ward world peace.

TAXES—The House tax-writing 
com mittee

hearings to examine the entire 
federal tax structure.

Objective is to build a record 
for drastic revision of the federal

No legisla­ 
tion is expected to be proposed 
until 1961.

building machinery, dams and 
irrigation projects? To illustrate, 
we have sent jet fighters to Pakis­ 
tan thereby causing great resent­ 
ment in India which fears Pakis­ 
tan may use them to take over 
the disputer! territory of Kashm ir. 
Indian resentment flared to fever 
pitch when two American jets, 
piloted by Pakistanis, shot down 
an Indian transport plane. The 
Pakistani arm y 
and 
air 
force 
would be valueless against Rus­ 
sian missiles, and tho equivalent 
of funds expended there could 
tie used to alleviate near starva­ 
tion 
Another illustration: In Afghan­ 
istan Russia is supplying MIG-17’s 
and Aleutian bombers to Afghan­ 
istan's air force The reason for 
this is the number of U.S. fighter 
planes we have supplied Pakistan. 
The two countries are carrying 
on a bitter dispute over Baluchis­ 
tan. so the Afghans turned to Rus­ 
sia for planes to counterbalance 
the American planes supplied to 
Pakistan 
Here 
is 
a 
situation 
where Khrushchev and Eisenhow­ 
er might make a concrete begin­ 
ning toward a better understand­ 
ing by agreeing that neither would 
supply arm s to rival countries. 
In Afghanistan also King Zahir 
told me that the educational work 
done by Columbia and Wyoming 
universities is creating a m ore 
lasting friendship than R ussia* 
military contribution W'hat P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower has to m ake up 
his mind about, therefore, are 
the following: 
He took this trip to assure our 
allies bordering on Russia regard­ 
ing his peace talks with Khrush­ 
chev. Did the trip result in their 
persuading him to abandon his 
peace efforts with Khrushchev? 
lf not. will we proceed to con­ 
centrate on certain big bases a j 
war insurance, and convert the 
money put into small bases and 
miscellaneous irritating m ilitary 
aid into more solid economic aid 
for our friends?

The Other Side

NEW 
YORK - The 
Senate 
Committee investigating the drug 
industry is getting headlines on 
the wide spread between m anu­ 
facturing costs and 
prices. 
While the prices 
may 
seem 
high as to individual drugs — too 
high in some cases — there ii 
another side to the coin 
This is the contribution through 
research the industry has made 
for a healthier public, particu­ 
larly in the last ten years. 
Take three fields — polio, pneu­ 
monia and arthritis — a lot of 
people walking around and work­ 
ing today would be dead if it 
weren’t for the development of 
new drugs through research. 
Similar contributions to health 
have been in 
developing 
new 
drugs for treatm ent of such ail­ 
ments as diabetes, which can 
now be controlled orally instead 
of through a hypodermic needle. 
Also overlooked is that the drug 
business is a growth industry in 
which the risks are great and the 
rewards also are great. The Sen­ 
ate committee is taking the view 
that the rewards are too great. 
That is debatable. 
Research takes millions of dol­ 
lars and may run over several 
years, with no assurance of suc­ 
cess until testing. There are cases 
where even alter apparent suc­ 
cess in the laboratory, the drug 
has shown unexpected side effects 
that forced scrapping of the whole 
program 
The Schering Corp., which the 
Senate committee picked as its 
lead-off case, spends 21 8 per cent 
of its operating profit on re­ 


search. This is operating profit 
before research expense. 
This is in line with figures for 
the rest Pf the industry. Merck 
spends more — around 26 per­ 
cent, Upjohn about 24's per cent, 
Abbott Laboratories 18': per cent. 
Parke Davis 15 8 per cent and 
Smith Kline & French 19 4 per 
cent. 
This lias paid off. as the fig­ 
ures on net income after taxes 
show. Last year, net was 16 8 
per cent of sales for Schering, 
Parke Davis 16 2, Smith Kline 
16 R, Eli Lilly 13.1, Norwich 11.7, 
Merck 13.4 and Upjohn 13 7. 
Schering actually did better in 
the three preceding years — net 
being 19 per cent of sales in 
'57, 19 5 per cent in '56 and 18 
per cent in 
1955. 
Before that 
Schering’s net was only about 8 
per cent of net sales. Last year 
it lost ground because of increas­ 
ed competition, but figures for 
the third quarter of this year show 
a turn around after a decline in 
profits in the first and second 
quarters. 
This return on net 
sales 
is 
larger than for most other in­ 
dustries 
Net 
income 
of 
U S. 
Steel, for example last year wa* 
8 7 per cent of net sales and Gen­ 
eral Motors 6 7 per cent, which 
was a bad motor year. Net in­ 
come for most industries averages 
around IO per cent of net jales. 
The two outstanding growth in­ 
dustries in this pestwar period 
are electronic* and drug.
